Continuation of 13. Other: Applicant states in After Final arguments, "The applicant notes that the Examiner did not include a specific 
reason for rejecting claim 16 in the previous Office action. The applicant respectfully asserts that Chen '328 neither teaches nor suggests 
the limitation of former claim 16 (now amended claim 10) regarding side angle. In fact, Chen '328 teaches that the declining surface of the 
grooves formed by anisotropic wet etching and forming the Chen "reflectors" is set at 54.74 . (See col, 2, lines 9-1 1 and col. 4, lines 47- 
49.) Chen '328 thus teaches away from the invention of claim 1 as amended. The Examiner respectfully disagrees. Claim 16 states, 
wherein the reflector cavity formed in said etching step has opposing sides, and the angle formed between the opposing sides is about 71 
. As stated by the applicant, Chen discloses an angle of 54.74 degrees of the declining wall. When each of the declining walls has a 
declining angle of 54.74 degrees to the horizontal as shown in FIG. 7 and the walls are opposite of each other as shown in FIG 7 then the 
angle formed between the opposing walls is 70.52 degrees which is about 71 .
